The news that the comet is headed 
away from the earth will be welcome 
to any who ‘have felt any nervous 
tremors in reading stories of its ap- 
proach. 

Earth Passed Through Tail 


Although Edmonton people might 
not. ever have known it were it not 
for the reports from other places the 
earth did pass through the tail of 
the comet. The whole performance 
took little more than five hours. Ob- 
servations differ as to the exact time 
at which the carth began to pass 
through the comet’s tail, but the time, 
western, averages ‘between 1 and. 2 
a.m. The combined speed of -the 
earth and the. tail of the comet was 
rated at slightly imore than 46 miles 
a second and breadth of the tail at 
about. 1,000,000 miles. > 

Brilliant auroral displays were seen 
at Williams Bay, Milwauke and ‘else- 
where, but the anajority of the astro- 
nomers were not willing to concede 
that the streamers in the heavens were 
consequent upon the presence of co- 
metic matter in the atmosphere. , 

Thirty sun spots were seen at St. 
Konis of which the largest «was -esti- 
matetd to be 156,000 miles across. Two 
were seen at San Jose, California with 
thirteen surrounding smaller spots. 
Down in Valejo, California, they saw 
three connected spots and in Port- 
land, Ore. two. None of the east- 
cen observatories had anything of note 
to report during the day or night, 

Tail Up in the Air 

On Friday the comet «will become 
visible again, ‘headed away from us 
with its tail sticking straight up out 
of the western sky a little above the 
spot where the sun sinks. There will 
be no light from the rising sun to 
dim the glory of the spectacle and it 
is likely to be a far more majestic 
spectacle than in the stages of its ap- 
proach, 

At the end of the month good-bye 
for another 75 years. 


Panic Among Italians 

New York, May 19.—Five dhundred 
Italians fell to their knees praying 
in Little Italy last night when they 
saw bearing down upon them from 
the heavens a ball of fire. ‘There was 
a panic in which many were tramped 
on when the aerolite exploded into 
small fragments. Somebody had been 
unkind enough on this of all nights to 
send up a fire balloon,

NO BY-LAW TO 
COVER CASE 


Man who Sent Bullet Through Shack 


Cannot be Prosecuted,

WAS EMPYTING OUT HIS RIFLE 


Cartridge hads{Become Stuck—Shooting 
was not Done in First Class Fire 
Limits, 

The police have located the man 
who fired the shot that crashed into 
the home of Mrs. Smith of First St. 
last Friday night It will be rermem- 
bered that as Mrs. Smith and her 
daughter were sitting in the front 
toom in the evening, a bullet crashed 
through the side of the house and 
Jodged in’ the wall but a few. in- 
ches above where the lady was seat- 
ed. Since then the police have becn 
working to find out who. discharged 
the rifle. Yesterday evening they 
found out that a man living in that 
vicinity had gone over toward the 
Hudson’s May Reserve to shoot out 
a cartridge that had become stuci 
in his rifle. He only went as far 
as a-clump of willows across the road 
from some shack, and’ there dischary- 
ed the rifle. 

As a result af this incident, Chief 
Lancey has discovered a peculiar state 
of affairs in regard to the use of fire- 
arms. within the city limits. As the 
bylaw stands at present the police 
can take no action against any per- 
son that shoots a rifle in the city, 
so long as he does not do it within 
the first class fire limits. 

The bylaw reads as follows: “No 
person shall make or light a bonfire 
in the streets or shall fire or dis- 
charge any gun, air) gun,  fowling 
Piece, or firearm, or shall light, set 
off or throw any crackers or other 
fireworks ‘in any of the streets within 
the first class fire limits.” 

As the chief cannot prosecute un- 
der the city bylaw, he hopes to be 
able to get a conviction under the 
code. 

In this connection he has written 
a letter to the Commissioners, poiat- 
ing out the deficiency in the present 
bylaw, and asking that it be amended 
so that it will be against the law 
to use firearms anywhere within the 
city limits. 

The chief is also writing to the prin- 
cipals of the various schools, remind 
ing them of this bylaw, and asking 
them to inform the children that it 
will be against the law for them to 
set off firecrackers within the folicw- 
ing boundaries: West of Kinistino, 
east of Seventh and south from Eliza- 


beth awa Athabasca to the brow of 
the hill. 

“In the past at this time af the 
year,” said the chief to a Capital re- 
porter, “the children have been in the 
habit of setting off crackers on Jas- 
per avenue, and other business streets. 
We are going to stop this now, as 
the city is getting large enough.”

ral Guard barracks in the city of Pinar 
Del Rio yesterday afternoon, killed 
fully achundred persons and wounded 
as amany more.

ployees of ‘the public works depart- 
ment, assisted by rural guards. They 
were doading cases of the dynamite on 
wagons when 2 terrific explosion oc- 
curred, instantly followed by another, 
strewing the central court, in which 
the work was going on, with dead and 
wounded. The whole massive barracks 
building was destroyed, the adjacent 
roof of the officers’ quarters was de- 
molished, and ‘the whole northern sec- 
tion of the city was deluged with tor- 
rents of fragments of masonry.
